AUTOMATIC ‘PHONE SYSTEM 


Text of Report in Which He Lays His: Views Before the 
Council---Advises Thorough Investigation Into 
Different Systems 


Following is the report in which Al- 
derman Manson sets forth the result of 
his observations of various telephone 
systems during his recent visit to the 
Central States and Easter Canada. 


In accordance with the instructions 
of the council I made an investigation 
of the system and machinery of some 
of the various telephone manufacturing 


companies doing business in the Central 
States and Canada. 

Among these were the Bell Co.'s 
manual central energy system at Win- 
nipeg; Bell Co. Manual central energy 
system at Chicago; American Auto- 
matie Electric Co.’s Strowger Automa- 
tic System at Chicago and the Can- 
adian machine Telephone Co.’s Lori- 
mer Automatic Central energy system 
at Peterboro, Ont. 

As you are aware all the principle 
telephone systems of the world are now 
central energy manual operated, and 
it is only within the last few years 
that the automatic has come into the 
field in competition with this system. 

Mr. Fisher has gone into the jJues- 
tion of this manual ag automatic sys- 
tems and I need not dwell on this 
point, but will give you an idea of the 
Lorimer system as seen by a layman. 

“It may be stated that the system 
is automatic, the connections at the 
central office being made by machines 
the services of the girl operators being 
dispensed with. The system is a Can- 
adian invention and is manufactured 
in Canada.

THE PERMANENT CAPITAL 

The much-distussed question of the 
permanent location of the provincial 
capital has been settled by the defeat 
of the motions proposing its removal 
from Edmonton. By the Alberta Act 
Edmonton was made the seat of Gov- 
ernment until the Jieutenant-Govern- 
or in council should determjne other- 
wise. The Government in turn left it 
te the House to make suggestions for 


the removal if such were deemed co | 


sirable by the members. The House 
on Wednesday defeated all of the pro- 
posals for the removal and in so doing 
expressed to the Government the opin- 


jon that the capital should remain at/the most 


the present location. Having referred 
the question to the House the Govern- 
ment will of course abide by the de- 
cision of the House. 

The manner in which the debate was 
conducted was a tribute to the good 
sense of the members and a matter of 
congratulation to the province ai large. 
The subject was of a nature well cal- 
culated to lead to a war of words 
which would have been neither credit- 
able te the Assembly nor beneficial 
to the Province whose destinies are 
placed in its hands. The movers of 
the resolution were placed in the pos- 
ition of seeking to take from one com- 
munity and give to another a very 
enviable distinction to which each com- 
munity felt itself entitled. More than 
this, the subject had been discussed 
freely on platforms and through the 
press in a manner which ai times 


vended very decidedly to the develop-| 


ment of sectional feeling. It might 
very well have happened therefore 
that had the supporters of the Calgary 
resolution been men of narrow view 
their advocacy of the cause of Calgary 
might have developed into an assauit 
on Edmonton and the northern portion 
of the province. Such attack would 
have doubtless induced replies in kind 
and the debate would have d2generat- 
ed into a contest of depreciation of the 
aspirants for capital honors. Such in- 
ternecine war whatever its effect on 
the question in hand would have work- 
ed damage of far more consequence io | 
the Province than any good whicn it) 
could have done the particular place in| 
which the capital might be located and 
in avoiding these consequences the mem- | 
bers gave evidence at once of their) 
own breadth of view and that the wel- 
fare of the Province as a whole is of 
more censequence to them than the 
Gistinction of a particular loca‘ity. 

To Edmonton the majority by which) 
the capital was maintainedinits pres- 
ent location is particulariy gratifying. | 
The claim that the city has made to 
the honor has been that the splendid) 
development of the district of which 
it is the centre has been accomplished | 
practically without railway facilitics, | 
that the same handicap has preventcd| 
the development which should and| 
would have taken place in the great) 
norih country to which ii is the gate- 
way and that when these requirements | 
are supplied by the enterprises now | 
actually under way the accelerated) 
progress of these districts will quick y 
justify the city’s claim to be the nea-- 
est suitable point to the ultimate cen-| 
tre of population in the Province. Gen- 
erally speaking the debate Wednesiay | 
hinged on future prospects rather) 
than present conditions and the re- 
sult of the vote is taken by Edmonton 
as an indication that the members and| 
through them the people of the Prov- | 
ince have every faith in the future of | 
the eas yet comparatively undeveloped 
portions of Alberta 

Toward the other cities which aspired, 
and quite legitimately, to the honor, 
Edmonton has no ill-will and will in- 
dulge in no boasting. Nowhere in the 
Province more than in this city will 
there be hearty endorsation of the 
gentiment expressed by the member for | 
Gleichen when in an eloquent perora- 
tion he said: 

“Whether the capital sits on the 
“banks of the Bow or the Saskatche- 
“wan, as the waters of these two great 
“rivers unite in one magnificent 
“stream, g0 I hope that the energics 
“of these two cities of Calgary and 
“Edmonton will unite towards the up- 
“building and prosperity of the prov- 
“ince of Alberta.”
